OVERALL PATTER'S: There appear to be 3 minor patterns in tris period. #1 is thet the © 
Sioux City, Detroit, and Galena reports are all upon the same latitude parallel of 
422°, although separated in time by 13 days - suggestive of an organized study, 
Pattern #2 is that Mendocino County, California was the scene of 4 of the 14 renorts, 
but with no apparent reason, excepting the remote possibility of some sonnection with 
a "gravity vortex" discovered there 5 years ago, which is in itself an eveh greater 
mystery. Pattern #3 is that after a period of little of no activity, 2 reports came 
in May 22, the day of Mars extreme opnosition, when l™rs emerged from berind the 
suns disc, and wrich is reminiscent of the great increase in revorts during Merch 
1950 the month of Mars close opnosition with Earth. 


GENERAL ANALYSIS OF SIGLE REPORTS: AL Sivux City. This story depends on whether you 
take the pilots word at full face value, and I am inclined ti accent his trained 
judgement. Tis object is the first I know that resembles an airplane, and would be 
guickly marked as such, excepting for several reasons. First is that it made an 
instantaneous ston, and turn, end flew alongside the airliner. Such extraordinary 
speed is at once similar to mony saucer stories, because no human could live thru 
such tremendous grevity pressures.

ANALYSIS OF SAUCER REPORTS fi TO 14 JAN = JULY 1951 


OVSRALL PATTERNS: There cpncer to be 3 minor patterns in this period, #1 is that the 
Sioux City, Detroit, and Gelena reports are ell upon the same latitude parallel of 
422°, although separated in vine vy 13 days - suggestive of an organized study. 
Pattern #2 is that Mendocino County, California was the scene of 4 of the 14 reports, 
but with no apparent reason, excepting the remote possibility of some sonnection with 
a “gravity vortex" discovered there 5 years ago, which is in itself an eveh greater 
mystery. Pattern #3 is that after a period of little of no activity, 2 reports came 
in May 22, the day of Mars extreme opnosition, when Mers emerged from behind the 

suns disc, and which is reminiscent of the great increase in reports during Merch 
1950 the month of Mars close opposition with Earth. 


GENERAL ANALYSIS OF SINGLE REPORTS: #1 Sivux City. This story depends on whether you 
take the pilots word at full face value, and I am inclined ti accept his trained 
judgement, Tris object is the first I know that resembles an airp ane, and would be 
quickly marked as such, excepting for several reasons. First is + it made an 
instantaneous stop, and turn, and flew alongside the airliner, Such extreordinary 
speed is at once similar to many saucer stories, becuase no human could live thru 
such tremendous gravity pressures, Second, It is doubtful if even the fastest jet 
Plane could perform such a maneuver, mich less a giant B2°-sived airplane, which 
requires MILES and MINUTES, not seconds to do this, Thir, my clipping file shows 
there is no such large aircraft immediately planned, or in existence, excepting the 
B36, and this is strictly limited to the 500 mh range with all jets and propellors 
running. Fourth, this maneuver, with such a large mplane is extremely dangerous, 
and the pilots could be severely punished for enflangering lives and a milti-million 
dollar airplane. Wifth, the pilot saw no engines - this needs no comment = there is 
simply no engine small enough that would not be easily seen on a planes wings, 
excepting gliders, and these are not this size, Sixth, it was found that there were 
no aircraft out at this time, ‘ é i 


#2 Sweden. ‘This was announced thru the Swedisr defense Staff, who have as modern a 
jet airforce as anyone, If the object outflew the plane, it could not have been a 
baloon, Ii it was followed some time, it most certainly wasnté"160,000. mph meteor.

#2 Detroit. This is a confusing renort, variously described as a blinding streak, 
many blue-green flashes, and with rumblings and explosion in F+te Magazine. I very 
much doubt the official explanation that it was caused by a power breakdown, which 
may have ocurred at about the same time - most people know what a trolley electric 
flash looks like, and can tell whether something is in the sky or on land, Also, 
anyone who has read Charles Yort know the laziness of newspaper reporters and their 
giib explanations without checking thet actual source. This was probably flashes 
from a saucer engine, although it might possibly be a communication attermt. Tis 
report is similar to the Alamagordo report where the object flashed brightly 3 times 
when disappearing, the Wisconsin report wrere the object gave off blue sparks ' from 
ts end, the Galena report where the object had lightning like flashes.coming from 
its rear, and the Zureka report where the object disappeared with a green flash. 


#4 Eureka.Also confusingly reported, Forever, its speed would seem to place i in 
the Soucer category, being watched easily by eye, but ‘travelling much too fast for an 
eirplene and in the wrong direction. Its various descriptions were probably caused 
by its showing different lights at different times, and being sighted in different 
sepas end heights.

#7 Alamagordo, A pretty authentic report from airline pilots, Nothing very unusual 
to report, apparently meking an examination of balloon, but date of report very 
curious, coming as it @id immediately after liddel& baloon “explanation”, and 
seeming te deny point Wlank the new official "explanation". Possibly the continued 
application of the "thores-no~ such-thing~but-don t-belicve-us-complotely policy that 
Keyhoe wrote of, which he armed services plan to protect thomselves with when full 
truth comes out. 


#8 Kilimenjaro. Another rare rocketship-like saucer story. It seoms very authentic 
with entire airliners padsengers an@ pilots watehing it, and photos taken, Yor some 
unknown reason, Contral Africa was busy this month, Will try to get original pspers 
report, if I ean loeate names of napars. There 1s no known ‘atreraft in the world 
of this size and shape, although the atomie roeket may resemble it when 1t becomes 
practical in tho next 5 years, . 


#9 Mendocino. Not very de@ailed, but lack of noiso and speed greater than airplane 
infer saucer origin, 


#10 Mendocino, Also not ta detailed, byt snood slower than airplane, and the light
